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Reagan  may  consider 
Soviet  treaty  proposal 


DUBLIN,  Ireland  (UPI)  —  President 
Reagan,  in  a  speech  to  the  Irish  Parlia¬ 
ment,  offered  Monday  to  consider  a  Soviet 
proposal  renouncing  the  use  of  force  in 
Europe  in  return  for  “concrete  action”  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  nuclear  war. 

Reagan’s  address  was  interrupted 
briefly  by  the  walkout  of  three  of  the  166 
Irish  lawmakers.  About  5,000  protesters, 
shouting  “Ronnie,  Ronnie,  out,  out,  out,” 
marched  at  Leinster  House,  where  the  Ir¬ 
ish  Senate  and  Dail  held  their  first  joint 
session  since  President  Kennedy  addres¬ 
sed  the  body  in  1963. 

The  president’s  remarks,  in  essence 
addressed  to  all  Europe,  reaffirmed  U.S. 
foreign  policy  three  days  before  an  econo¬ 
mic  summit  of  Western  industrial  nations, 
with  special  emphasis  on  dialogue  rather 
than  confrontation  with  Moscow. 

Address  caps  visit 

The  address  capped  Reagan’s  four-day 
sentimental  journey  to  Ireland,  the  land  of 
his  ancestors.  He  flew  in  the  afternoon  to 
London,  the  site  of  the  summit  and  his 
base  for  the  balance  of  his  10-day  Euro¬ 
pean  tour. 

Reagan  planned  a  brief  meeting  with 
Prime  Minister  Margaret  Thatcher  after 


his  arrival  in  Britain.  He  had  a  light  sche¬ 
dule  for  today  in  preparation  for  a  day¬ 
long  D-Day  anniversary  extravaganza 
Wednesday  on  the  beaches  of  Normandy 
tailored  for  election-year  television 
coverage. 

Speaking  to  the  Irish  lawmakers, 
Reagan  reiterated  an  offer  “to  halt  and 
even  reverse”  deployment  of  U.S. 
medium-range  nuclear  missiles  in  Europe 
—  a  source  of  political  discord  in  several 
NATO  countries  —  if  “a  verifiable  and 
equitable  agreement”  can  be  reached  with 
Moscow  to  reduce  or  eliminate  such 
weapons  on  both  sides. 

Legislators  protest 

As  Reagan  began  to  speak,  three  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  lower  house  stood  up  and 
walked  out.  They  spoke,  but  their  words 
could  not  be  understood  as  others  in  the 
chamber  called  after  them,  “Out,  out.” 

“There  are  some  countries  in  the  world 
today  where  representatives  would  not  be 
allowed  to  speak  as  they  have  today,” 
Reagan  said  after  the  incident. 

He  urged  the  Soviets  to  return  to  the 
nuclear  arms  reduction  talks  and  to  accept 
confidence-building  measures  proposed 


by  the  West  at  the  Stockholm  Conference 
on  European  Security. 

Steps  to  peace 

The  proposals  include  limiting  the  size 
of  military  maneuvers  in  Europe,  advance 
notice  of  major  exercises  and  exchange  of 
information  to  reduce  the  risk  of  surprise 
attack  or  war  from  accident  or  miscalcula¬ 
tion,  a  White  House  official  said. 

“If  the  Soviet  Union  will  agree  to  such 
concrete  action  .  .  .  this  would  be  an  im¬ 
portant  step  forward  in  creating  a  more 
peaceful  world,”  Reagan  said. 

The  Soviets  have  proposed  —  and  the 
United  States  has  rejected  —  a  treaty 
banning  the  use  of  military  force  in 
Europe. 

Reagan  said,  “If  discussions  on  reaf¬ 
firming  the  principle  not  to  use  force,  a 
principle  in  which  we  believe  so  deeply, 
will  bring  the  Soviet  Union  to  negotiate 
agreements  which  will  give  concrete  new 
meaning  to  that  principle,  we  will  gladly 
enter  into  such  discussions.” 

Reagan’s  comments  on  nuclear  weapons 
drew  an  ovation,  but  a  defense  of  his  policy 
in  Central  America  —  a  focal  point  of  de¬ 
monstrations  that  marked  his  Irish  visit — 
was  met  with  silence. 


Fine  increase  recommended 

Y  traffic  committee  proposal  would  double  some  fees

Penalties  for  traffic  violations  may  be  raised,  and  in  some  cases 
doubled  if  the  recommendations  by  the  BYU  traffic  committee 
are  approved.  The  decision  will  be  official  by  June  14. 

The  recommendations  given  by  the  traffic  committee  would 
raise  the  price  of  $5  tickets  to  $10,  and  $7  tickets  to  $12,  said 
James  T.  Duke,  faculty  representative  on  the  traffic  committee. 

John  Stohlton,  assistant  executive  vice  president  of  auxiliary 
services,  will  either  approve,  disapprove  or  send  the  recom¬ 
mendations  back  to  the  BYU  traffic  committee  for  further  con¬ 
sideration,  said  Gail  Halvorsen,  assistant  dean  of  student  life  and 
chairman  of  the  traffic  committee. 

“I  don’t  know  how  he’ll  think  oil  this ....  It  is  very  possible  he 
will  send  it  back  to  the  committee,”  he  said. 

Stohlton  said,  “It  is  unfair  to  penalize  faculty  and  students  who 
are  conscientious  about  registering  their  vehicles  by  allowing 
persons  to  park  without  a  BYU  parking  permit. 

“We  would  want  to  devise  a  system  that  would  render  more 
perfect  justice.  The  person  who  inadvertently  picks  up  a  ticket 
would  be  treated  in  a  different  way  than  one  who  picks  up 
multiple  tickets  because  of  no  BYU  parking  registration.” 

The  committee’s  work  on  the  recommendations  was  extensive 
and  thorough,  because  “there  is  at  least  an  even  chance  the 


recommendations  will  not  be  referred  back  to  the  committee,” 
Halvorsen  said. 

Mark  Asplund,  ASBYU  attorney  general  and  a  member  of  the 
traffic  committee,  said:  “The  BYU  traffic  committee  is  a  body 
that  makes  recommendations  to  the  administration  on  traffic 
policy  and  procedures.  It  is  representative  of  students,  faculty 
and  staff.” 

The  committee  “feels  the  fines  at  the  level  they  are  now  are  not 
an  effective  deterrent  ....  Some  people  budget  for  tickets,” 
Asplund  said. 

“I  agree  the  fines  need  to  be  raised,  but  I  do  not  feel  the  rise 
should  be  that  dramatic,”  Asplund  said.  “For  people  who  make 
honest  mistakes,  that  is  a  lot  of  money.” 

University  Police  Chief  Robert  Kelshaw  said,  “I  don’t  feel  the 
raise  is  too  exorbitant.  I  think  some  kind  of  action  must  be  taken 
to  discourage  violators  from  knowingly  and  intentionally  violat¬ 
ing  the  regulations.” 

Asplund  suggested  $5  tickets  be  raised  to  $7,  and  $7  tickets  be 
raised  to  $10. 

“If  the  proposed  amount  results  in  fewer  violations,  then  the 
fee  could  later  be  reduced,”  Kelshaw  said. 

Stohlton  said  he  is  considering  an  escalating  policy  where  the 
cost  of  a  traffic  ticket  would  be  adjusted  to  the  number  of  tickets  a 
driver  had  received.

During  May,  1,215  unemployed  workers 
ill#1  re  paid  $706,000  in  unemployment  benefits  compared  to  the

iney*  :-nth  showed  4,139  unemployed  workers  in  the  county  com- 
it#i  red  to  the  6,617  unemployed  county  workers  for  May  of  1983. 

"Construction  is  up  11  percent  and  manufacturing  is  up  12 
itflifrcent,”  Ormond  said.  “That’s  dam  good.  Those  are  the  two 
lustries  that  cause  activity  in  the  unemployment  scene.” 


Total  employment  has  increased  by  6  percent  during  the  past 
12  months  as  the  number  employed  increased  by  4,503.  The  3,974 
new  jobs  added  by  firms  this  past  year  have  provided  employ¬ 
ment  for  people  entering  the  labor  force. 

According  to  national  figures,  the  housing  industry  is,  down 
because  of  the  increase  in  interest  and  inflation  rates,  Ormond 
said. 

“Both  rates  are  a  depressant  on  the  housing  industry, ”  he  said. 
“Even  with  the  interest  and  inflation  rates,  the  housing  industry 
is  still  looking  good  in  Utah  County.  The  ground  is  still  wet  and 
the  construction  companies  are  holding  off  with  housing  founda¬ 
tions  to  see  what  the  runoff  is  going  to  do.” 

Ormond  said  the  downward  pressure  on  the  housing  industry 
will  probably  continue  because  the  interest  and  inflation  rates 
may  rise  slightly. 

The  proposed  layoff  of  450  U.S.  Steel  workers  at  the  Geneva 
plant  in  Orem  would  cause  the  county  unemployment  rate  to  rise 
approximately  2.6  percent,  said  Ormond.  “The  layoff  will  hurt 
and  we  will  feel  it  if  it  happens. 

“It  will  definitely ’have  an  effect  on  the  unemployment  rate,” 
Ormond  said.

Neeley  served  a  two-year  mission  for  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in 
Oklahoma  from  1978  to  1980. 

A  member  of  the  Young  Ambassadors  group 
was  unable  to  go  on  tour  to  the  Southern  states 
and  so  Neeley  was  asked  to  fill  in  two  days  before 
they  were  to  leave,  Boothe  said.

The  latest  United 
Press  International 
count  showed  Mondale 
with  1,704  delegates, 
Hart  973  and  Jackson 
327,  with  271  uncom¬ 
mitted.. 


Variety  of  sources  say 
Sakharov  alive  and  well 


MOSCOW  (UPI)  —  A  variety  of  sources  indi¬ 
cated  Monday  that  Soviet  dissident  Andrei  Sakhar¬ 
ov  is  alive  and  well  and  the  Nobel  laureate’s  step¬ 
daughter  charged  recent  reports  of  his  death  were 
the  result  of  a  KGB  disinformation  campaign. 

Vladimir  Karpov,  the  president  of  the  Soviet 
Writers’  Union  who  has  high-ranking  contacts  in 
the  Kremlin,  told  Western  journalists  by  telephone 
that  “my  comrades  told  me  that  Sakharov  was  alive 
on  Sunday.” 

“I  have  nothing  to  say  and  I  don’t  know  anything 
more,”  Karpov  added. 

Spanish  sources  said  Karpov,  who  is  also  editor 
of  the  literary  magazine  Novy  Mir,  was  among  the 
high-ranking  Soviet  officials  who  told  the  president 
of  the  Spanish  senate  that  Sakharov,  63,  was  alive. 

Jose  Federico  de  Carvajal  said  in  Madrid  Sunday 
at  the  end  of  a  week’s  visit  to  the  Soviet  Union  that 
“I  was  given  full  guarantees,  before  leaving  Mos¬ 
cow,  that  Mr.  Sakharov  is  alive  and  has  ended  his 
hunger  strike.” 

The  Italian  news  agency  ANSA  said  in  a  dispatch 
from  Moscow  that  “generally  reliable  Soviet 
sources  with  access  to  privileged  information”  have 
denied  that  Sakharov  is  dead. 


Police  may  jail  youths 
before  trial,  court  says 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Police  may  jail  ac¬ 
cused  juvenile  offenders  before  trial  to  protect  the 
community  from  crime,  the  Supreme  Court  ruled 
Monday  in  a  New  York  City  case. 

The  justices  left  undecided  for  now,  however, 
whether  adults  considered  dangerous  also  may  be 
held  in  custody  while  awaiting  trial  —  a  policy 
supported  by  the  Reagan  administration  and 
adopted  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  court  upheld,  6-3,  a  New  York  law  allowing 
pretrial  detention  of  juveniles  if  there  is  a  risk  they 
will  commit  another  offense.  Most  states  have  such 
laws. 

It  reversed  an  appeals  court  decision  to  strike 
down  the  law  on  grounds  that  it  amounted  to 
punishing  a  youth  before  he  was  found  guilty. 

Writing  for  the  Supreme  Court  majority,  con¬ 
servative  Justice  William  Rehnquist  said  the  sta¬ 
tute  is  not  “used  or  intended  as  punishment,”  which 
would  make  detention  unconstitutional. 

The  state  offers  adequate  procedural  safeguards 
to  guarantee  a  juvenile’s  rights,  the  court  said. 

Salvadorans  searching 
for  archbishop's  killer 

SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador  (UPI)  —  Jose 
Napoleon  Duarte’s  new  government  has  started  to 
investigate  the  killing  of  a  popular  archbishop  in  the 
first  step  of  a  crackdown  on  death  squads,  a  govern¬ 
ment  official  said  Monday. 

Julio  Adolfo  Rey  Prendes,  Duarte’s  chief  of  staff, 
said  the  March  24, 1980  assassination  of  Archbishop 
Oscar  Amulfo  Romero  was  the  first  of  “two  or 
three  big  cases”  the  government  was  starting  to 
investigate. 

Police  continue  search 
for  death  row  escapees 

WARRENTON,  N.C.  (UPI)  —  Shotgun-armed 
manhunters  lined  a  road-  alongside  a  campground 
Monday  after  a  girl  reported  seeing  two  men  re¬ 


sembling  the  deadly  Briley  brothers,  who  en¬ 
gineered  a  daring  escape. from  Virginia’s  death 
row. 

Linwood  and  James  Briley,  convicted  of  the  mur¬ 
ders  of  10  people,  were  among  four  fugitives  still  at 
large,  subjects  of  a  massive  manhunt  along  the 
North  Carolina-Virginia  border. 

Authorities  said  searchers  around  Paschall,  a 
North  Carolina  border  community,  had  hit  a  “cool 
trail”  when  the  report  from  the  campground  near 
Bracey,  Va.,  nine  miles  north  of  the  state  line, 
galvanized  the  search. 

Clara  Wilson,  15,  said  she  was  alone  in  a  camp¬ 
ground  admissions  booth  when  she  saw  “two  black 
males”  dressed  similarly  to  the  guard  uniforms  in 
which  the  convicts  escaped. 

Gunmen  wound  officer 
in  Indian  temple  battle 

NEW  DELHI,  India  (UPI)  —  Sikh  gunmen  in 
the  Golden  Temple  of  Amritsar  hurled  grenades 
and  fired  on  security  forces  Monday  in  a  five-hour 
battle  in  which  at  least  one  officer  was  seriously 
wounded,  the  government  said. 

The  gunbattle  at  the  Sikhs’  holiest  shrine  came 
just  hours  after  authorities  sealed  off  northern 
Punjab  state,  severing  transportation  links  in  an 
operation  to  crush  a  Sikh  rebellion  that  has  claimed 
299  lives  in  three  months. 

A  Home  Ministry  official  said' the  fighting  broke 
out  at  dawn  when  Sikh  gunmen  opened  fire  on 
army,  paramilitary  and  police  forces  surrounding 
the  walled  15-acre  complex  in  Amritsar,  250  miles 
northwest  of  Delhi. 

“Firing  started  from  within  the  Golden  Temple. 
Security  forces  posted  outside  fired  back  in  self- 
defense,”  the  official  said.  “For  the  first  time  today, 
hand  grenades  and  hand  bombs  were  thrown  from 
inside  the  Golden  temple.” 

The  official  said  one  member  of  the  security 
forces  was  seriously  injured  in  the  five-hour  battle 
but  gave  no  details  on  casualties  inside  the  temple, 
which  has  been  turned  into  an  armed  camp  by  mili¬ 
tant  sikhs  demanding  autonomy  in  the  northern 
state.

Television  actor  William  Devane  helped  kick  off  a 
fund-raising  campaign  Saturday  to  repair  flood- 
damaged  track  along  the  Deer  Creek  Scenic  Rail¬ 
road. 

Devane,  who  stars  in  the  CBS  show  “Knots 
Landing,”  was  at  the  Heber  Creeper  Depot  in  He¬ 
ber  City  to  officially  start  the  “Buy  a  Tie”  program. 

The  Heber  Creeper,  a  steam-powered  excursion 
train,  normally  makes  a  32-mile  trip  from  Heber 
City  to  Bridal  Veil  Falls.  However,  the  train  route 
has  been  shortened  because  of  damaged  track  near 
Vivian  Park,  1.5  miles  east  of  Bridal  Veil  Falls. 

The  train  makes  a  shortened  22-mile  trip  to  the 
Deer  Creek  Reservoir  before  returning  to  the 
depot. 

The  railroad  is  trying  to  raise  $50,000  to  $100,000 
to  repair  the  ties  that  have  rotted  because  of 
flooding. 

“The  program  allows  people  to  buy  a  railroad  tie 
to  be  placed  somewhere  under  the  tracks  in  the 
Provo  Canyon,”  Devane  said.  A  person  who  don¬ 
ates  $50  to  “Buy  a  Tie”  will  have  his  name  engraved 
on  a  steel  plate,  which  will  be  attached  to  the  tie. 

“It  is  the  kind  of  thing  people  should  support.  I 
think  the  train  is  part  of  the  character  of  the  val¬ 
ley,”  said  Devane,  a  resident  of  the  Heber  City 
area. 

The  Heber  Creeper,  a  non-profit  organization, 
has  resorted  to  the  fund-raising  campaign  to  gain 
the  needed  money  for  the  repairs,  he  said. 

The  railroad  company  is  also  trying  to  bolster  the 
reputation  of  the  train,  Said  Ken  McConnell,  a  pro¬ 
ject  coordinator.

Eyestone’s  15  points  gave  BYU  39  through  Fri¬ 
day’s  events,  good  enough  for  fourth  place  going 
into  the  last  day  of  competition.

Lakers  greet  fans 
with  'showtime'; 
run  over  Celtics 

INGLEWOOD,  Calif.  (UPI)  —  The  rainstorm 
that  pelted  the  Los  Angeles  Lakers  on  their  trip  to 
Boston  this  week  was  nothing  compared  to  the 
avalanche  that  encountered  the  Boston  Celtics 
Sunday. 

“It  was  like  a  snowball,  just  rolling  down  the 
hill,”  Boston  coach  K.C.  Jones  said  after  Magic 
Johnson’s  championship  record  21  assists  led  the 
Lakers  to  a  137-104  romp  over  the  Boston  Celtics 
and  a  2-1  lead  in  the  league’s  final  series. 

“I  had  one  of  the  best  seats  in  the  house,  and  from 
there  it  was  very  disappointing.  Not  embarrassing, 
not  discouraging.  Just  disappointing.” 

Game  4  in  the  best-of-seven  playoff  is  Wednes¬ 
day  night  at  the  Forum.  The  series  then  shifts  back 
to  the  Boston  Garden. 

Johnson  finished  with  14  points  and  11  rebounds 
to  go  along  with  his  record  assist  total.  He  quarter- 
backed  the  Lakers  to  a  commanding  104-79  lead 
after  three  periods. 

“I  never  thought  we’d  win  by  this  margin,”  John¬ 
son  said.  “Once  we  were  ahead  by  16  or  17,  the 
game  became  helter  skelter.  It  was  the  offensive 
rebound  which  we  were  denying  Boston  that  led  to 
the  break.” 

Los  Angeles  coach  Pat  Riley  said  he  will  remind 
his  team  not  to  take  the  Celtics  lightly  despite  the 
fact  that  Sunday’s  loss  tied  Boston’s  worst  ever  in  a 
championship  series. 

“When  we’ve  got  the  fast  break  going  there  isn’t 
a  defense  that  can  stop  us,”  said  Riley.  “Boston  just 
caught  us  at  our  best  today.  We  still  have  to  win 
two  more  games.  It  doesn’t  make  a  difference  that 
we  won  by  25  or  30.” 

Los  Angeles  outscored  the  Celtics  47-33  in  the 
third  period,  shooting  16-of-25  from  the  floor  and 
15-of-17  from  the  foul  line.  It  was  the  most  points  I 
scored  in  a  quarter  by  one  team  in  a  championship 
game. 

Kareem  Abdul-Jabbar,  who  led  the  Lakers  with 
<24  points,  had  13  points  in  the  decisive  third  period. 
Johnson  had  8  points,  but  more  important,  deli-  I 
vered  8  assists. 

Larry  Bird  scored  30  points  for  the  Celtics.

BYU  shortstop  Cory  Snyder  was  named  first 
team  All-America  by  the  American  Association  of 
Baseball  Coaches  and  Cougar  outfielder  Eric  V aroz 
was  selected  to  the  CoSida  All-Academic  third 
team  for  the  second  straight  year. 

Snyder,  the  second-leading  homerun  hitter  in 
NCAA  history,  batted  .450  and  drilled  27  homers  j 
this  year  to  lead  the  Cougars.

Hope  centers  in  Jesus  Christ

E  Hope  is  eternal  because  it  is  centered  in 
nsiis  Christ  and  He  is  eternal,  said  Elder 
i»hn  H.  Groberg  at  the  BYU  14-Stake 
JJrireside  on  Sunday. 

^  E  Elder  Groberg,  a  member  of  the  First 
uorum  of  Seventy  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
^  ihrist  of  Latter-day  Saints,  told  the  audi- 
'B  ace  he  would  repeat  the  theme  of  his  mes- 
4  t-ge,  “There  is  always  hope,”  at  least  20 


times  during  his  speech.  He  said  experi¬ 
ence  with  his  children  has  proven  that  20 
repetitions  is  not  always  enough  for  them 
to  remember  what  they  have  been  told. 

“What  is  hope?  Hope  is  the  light  within 
that  pierces  darkness  and  discourage¬ 
ment,”  he  said.  A  substitute  for  hope  is 
light  and  so  Christ  is  the  light  of  the  world 
or  the  hope  of  the  world. 

No  matter  how  dismal  problems  may 
become,  hope  keeps  individuals  going 


when  dark  clouds  of  trouble  hang  over 
them,  Elder  Groberg  said.  “We  need  hope 
to  know  that  problems  will  go  away. 

“Hope  is  the  thread  that  attaches  us  to 
the  Savior.  Don’t  let  that  thread  be  cut. 
Life  without  hope  is  like  a  person  without 
a  heart.” 

He  said:  “The  13th  Article  of  Faith  says 
we  hope  for  all  things.  We  all  hope  for 
immortality  and  eternal  life.” 

Elder  Groberg  said  that  without  faith 
there  cannot  be  any  hope.  A  man  should  be 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart  and  have  charity. 
“Faith,  hope  and  charity  are  traveling 
companions  that  go  together.” 

The  basis  for  hope  is  the  Savior,  Jesus 
Christ.  Without  him  there  is  no  hope, 
Elder  Groberg  said.  “Can’t  you  hear  the 
Savior  say,  ‘You  can  do  it.  I  paid  for  you 
because  I  know  you  can  make  it.’  ” 

When  a  person  judges  others  he  may 
say,  “I  hope  he  gets  what’s  coming  to 
him,”  Elder  Groberg  said.  “Let  the  Savior 
be  the  judge.  One  who  has  true  hope  in 
Christ  will  not  judge  others.  One  who  is 
considerate  and  kind  in  judgment  is 
Christ-like.” 

More  hope  is  gained  by  remission  of 
sins,  a  meek  and  lowly  heart,  by  pressing 
forward,  feasting  upon  the  words  of 
Christ,  loving  God  and  studying  the  scrip¬ 
tures. 

Hope  does  not  come  without  effort,  he 
said.  Satan  will  try  to  diminish  hope,  while 
Christ  will  try  to  increase  hope.

Another  change  planned  for  fall  includes  provid¬ 
ing  a  counselor  for  each  dorm.  They  will  be  there  to 
counsel  and  assist  the  students,  he  said.

Suntanning  less  dangerous 
when  approached  carefully

More  than  $9  million  were  raised 
during  the  Children’s  Miracle  Net¬ 
work  Telethon,  which  began  Satur¬ 
day  night  at  the  Osmond  Studio  in 
Orem  and  continued  through  Sunday 
evening. 

Marie  Osmond  and  John  Schneider 
were  co-chairmen  for  the  event.  Tele¬ 
thon  guests  included  singers  Frank 
Stallone,  Marilyn  McCoo,  the 
Osmonds  and  Washington  Redskins’ 
quarterback  Joe  Theismann. 

“You  reach  a  point  in  life  where, 
after  receiving  so  much,  it  is  time  to 
start  giving  back,”  Marie  Osmond 
said.  “Because  our  family  has  so  many 
children,  it  seemed  natural  for  us  to 
help  raise  funds  for  hospitals  for  chil¬ 
dren.” 

Louis  Ragsdale  was  one  child  who 
appeared  on  the  telethon.  Louis’s 
father,  M.E.  Ragsdale,  said,  “Louis 
was  bom  with  an  inadequate  liver  and 
doctors  told  us  that  he  would  even¬ 
tually  need  a  liver  transplant.” 

Because  of  the  low  success  rate  for 
liver  transplants,  Louis’s  parents  de¬ 
cided  to  wait  as  long  as  possible  in 
hopes  that  technology  would  im¬ 
prove. 

When  Louis  was  eight  years  old,  he 
was  put  on  the  list  to  receive  a  liver 


Ragsdales  received  the  call.  A  3-year- 
old  girl  from  Salt  Lake  City  had  died 
and  her  parents  wanted  to  donate  her 
liver,  Mr.  Ragsdale  said. 

There  were  some  problems  with 
transporting  the  liver  from  Salt  Lake 
to  Memphis.  The  doctors  gave  up  on 
receiving  it  in  time. 

The  White  House  was  contacted 
and  an  Air  Force  jet  was  sent  to  pick 
up  the  liver. 

“The  transplant  was  successful. 
Louis  was  in  the  hospital  for  21  days 
from  start  to  finish,”  Mr.  Ragsdale 
said. 

“Louis  was  able  to  start  school  with 
all  his  friends  and  has  been  sick  less 
this  year  than  ever  before.” 

The  Ragsdales  had  been  looking 
forward  to  the  telethon  because  it 
gave  them  the  chance  to  meet  the 
family  that  donated  the  liver  for  their 
son. 

At  the  telethon,  Louis  said  to  all  the 
other  children  in  hospitals  throughout 
the  nation,  “I  hope  everyone  is  heal¬ 
thy  and  stays  that  way  for  a  long 
time.” 

In  1983,  the  first  annual  Children’s 
Miracle  Network  Telethon  was  orga¬ 
nized.  More  than  100  hospitals  for 
children  are  represented  by  this  tele¬ 
thon  in  the  United  States  alone, 
according  to  the  Osmond  Foundation.

Long  summer  days,  time  on  your  hands 
and  a  blazing  sun  overhead.  Armed  with 
baby  oil,  sunglasses,  a  towel,  a  squirt  bot¬ 
tle  and  a  drink,  you  Set  out  to  face  the  sun 
— all  for  a  glorious  tan. 

Years  ago,  society  revered  a  peaches- 
and-cream  complexion.  Men  and  women 
went  out  of  their  way  to  protect  their  ivory 
skin.  Tans  belonged  to  the  laborers  and 
farmers  who  had  to  work  in  the  sun. 

Lance  Shurtless,  manager  of  a  tanning 
center  in  Provo,  said  a  tanning  center  is 
considered  less  dangerous  than  the  sun 
itself. 

Many  people  are  fearful  of  tanning 
booths  and  consider  them  a  fad.  Shurtless 
said  people  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
this  form  of  tanning  is  safer  and  healthier 
because  there  is  no  risk  involved. 

While  the  sun  is  a  healthy  part  of  life  as  a 
source  of  vitamins  and  a  relief  for  acne, 
asthma  and  aching  joints,  the  sun  also  has 
harmful  side  effects. 

While  statistics  are  not  known,  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center  and 
BYU’s  McDonald  Health  Center  treat 
many  cases  of  sunburn  each  year. 

Major  concerns 

Aging,  loss  of  elasticity  in  the  skin, 
wrinkling  and  skin  cancer  are  the  major 
concerns  in  suntanning.  These  concerns 
have  led  doctors,  dermatologists  and 
beauty  experts  to  issue  warnings  aginst 
the  sun  and  excessive  tanning. 

Jane  Brody,  noted  medical  writer,  said 
the  sun  has  two  types  of  rays  that  affect 
exposure  to  the  skin.  The  shorter,  ultra¬ 
violet  rays  cause  sunburn  while  the  longer 
rays  are  weaker  and  do  not  do  as  much 
■  damage  to  the  skin. 

However,  both  cause  photosensitivity 
reactions  and  together  can  produce  harm¬ 
ful  effects. 

Many  people  have  the  misconception 


that  they  can  only  get  a  tan  on  a  day  that  is 
hot  and  sunny.  They  are  often  fooled  by  „ 
cool  temperatures  on  cloudy  days  and  end 
up  with  a  bad  sunburn.  Ultraviolet  rays 
pass  easily  through  clouds. 

Brody  said  no  one  is  immune  to  sun¬ 
burn,  cancer  or  premature  aging.  She  said 
“not  even  the  darkest  black  is  immune  to 
sunburii.” 

Whatever  skin  type  an  individual  has, 
precautions  should  be  taken  so  the  suntan¬ 
ning  experience  will  be  a  summer  delight 
instead  of  a  summer  disaster. 

Time  of  day 

The  time  of  day  should  be  considered 
when  planning  a  tan,  said  Dr.  Virginia 
Armstrong  of  the  McDonald  Health  Cen¬ 
ter.  The  sun’s  rays,  are  most  intense  and 
thus  most  dangerous  between  10  a.m.  and 
2  p.m.  The  longer,  weaker  rays  are  in  the 
mornings  and  late  afternoons  and  will  not 
burn  as  much,  she  said. 

Kathy  Jewett,  office  manager  for  der¬ 
matologist  Dr.  Craig  Jensen,  said  Jensen 
does  not  see  anything  wrong  with  getting 
a  tan  as  long  as  proper  preventive  mea¬ 
sures  are  taken. 

“Dr.  Jensen  has  a  great  tan  during  the 
summer,  but  he  firmly  believes  that  suns¬ 
creen  must  be  used,”  Jewett  said.  “You 
don’t  need  to  avoid  the  sun  all  your  life. 
You  just  have  to  be  cautious  and  use  com¬ 
mon  sense.” 

People  who  start  tanning  at  a  young  age 
will  have  drying  and  aging  problems  with 
leathery  skin  and*  the  possibility  of  skin 
cancer  later  on,  Jewett  said. 

“It  is  hard  for  people  to  comprehend 
now  the  harmful  effects  that  will  come  out 
later.  If  you  have  been  out  in  the  sun  in 
excess  since  age  15,  definite  effects  will  be 
seen  when  you  are  40,”  she  said. 

Choosing  sunscreen 

Choosing  a  sunscreen  should  take  into 
consideration  a  person’s  particular  skin 


type. 

Kathryn  Klinger,  president  of  a  line  of 
beauty  salons,  said  in  a  health  and  beauty 
book  it  is  important  to  know  and  recognize 
the  codes  PABA  and  SPF  on  the  labels  of 
sunscreens  and  lotions. 

Para-aminobenzoic  acid  is  a  chemical 
that  helps  to  absorb  the  ultraviolet  rays. 
Sunscreens  with  PABA  offer  the  best  pro¬ 
tection. 

Sun  Protection  Factor  labels  the  suns¬ 
creen  according  to  the  amount  of  protec¬ 
tion  it  will  give  a  person  in  the  sun.  Num¬ 
bers  range  from  2-22  with  the  higher  num¬ 
bers  offering  more  protection.  An  SPF  of 
15  means  a  person  can  be  out  in  the  sun  15 
times  longer  than  if  he  did  not  wear  a 
sunscreen. 

Sunscreens  should  not  be  considered  a 
sure  way  of  avoiding  damage.  They  do  not 
necessarily  prevent  sunburning  or  tan¬ 
ning,  according  to  Brody,  but  only  slow 
the  burning  and  aging  effects. 

Jensen  recommends  that  a  person  build 
up  a  tan  slowly  by  limiting  his  time  in  the 
sun.  “If  you  start  slowly  and  are  only  out 
for  approximately  20  minutes  a  day,  you 
will  have  a  healthy  tan  at  the  end  of  the 
summer,”  Jewett  said.  “This  is  much  safer 
than  trying  to  get  a  tan  in  10  hours  on  one 
day.” 

Armstrong  also  believes  tanning  should 
be  done  in  moderation.  “People  sunburn 
badly  because  they  fall  asleep  in  the  sun  or 
spend  too  much  time  outside  because  they 
do  not  feel  the  burning  effects,  especially 
on  cool  days.” 

For  those  who  still  end  up  with  a  burn 
this  summer,  Jensen  recommends  keeping] 
the  skin  lubricated,  drinking  a  lot  of  li¬ 
quids  and  staying  out  of  the  sun  while  the 
burn  heals. 

Armstrong  said  the  best  advice  is  pre-j 
vention.  “It  is  much  easier  to  prevent  a1 
sunburn  than  to  treat  one  later  on,”  shel 
said. 


A  BYU  home  economics  education  class  spon¬ 
sored  a  program  for  Utah  Girls’  Village  that  began 
May  30  and  continued  through  Friday.

The  Utah  Girls’  Village  was  established  to  help 
girls  in  the  Utah  County  community  who  have  had 
trouble  overcoming  problems  in  their  lives  and  are 
unable  to  live  in  their  present  family  condition,  said 
Maxine  L.  Rowley,  a  BYU  home  economics  in¬ 
structor. 

Dr.  Carol  Ellsworth,  chairman  of  the  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  Department,  said,  “The  BYU  Home  Econo¬ 
mics  Department  provides  this  program  for  Girls’ 
Village  to  enable  our  students  to  gain  experience 
working  with  teenagers,  in  addition  to  giving  com¬ 
munity  service.” 

The  girls  attended  mini-lessons  that  taught  sub¬ 
jects  such  as  exercise,  dieting,  gracious  living  and 
comparative  shopping.  Other  activities  during  the 
three-day  event  included  a  picnic,  a  dating  panel, 
and  a  one-on-one  sewing  project. 
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“Shakespeare  and  the  At  One  Ment 
of  Jesus  Christ.”

The  most  important  event  in  human  history  was  the  At  One, Ment  of  the  Messiah:  It 
brought  the  hope  of  victory  over  sin  and  the  assurance  of  eternal  life  to  all  of  us  on  earth.  The 
greatest  dramatist  of  human  experience  was  William  Shakespeare.  It  would  be  surprising  if  he  did 
not  think  and  write  about  the  At  One  Ment.  And,  in  act,  most  of  the  early  and  all  of  the  later 
plays  (especially  Hamlet,  King  Lear,  and  The  Winter’s  Tale,  which  I  will  discuss)  deal  quite 
directly  with  the  consequences  of  sin  and  the  healing  power  of  forgiveness. 


I  will  show  that  a  major  stumbling  block  to  understanding  Shakespeare’s  radical  Christian 
position  is  the  traditional  focus  on  the  Atonement  (as  it  is  mispronounced)  as*a  necessary  payment, 
an  “atoning,”  for  our  sin.  The  Restored  Gospel  understanding  (especially  made  clear  in  the  Book 
of  Mormon)  of  the  At  One  Ment  as  Christ’s  freely  given  acceptance  that  can  reconcile  and  heal  us 
if  we  will  let  it,  is  much  closer  to  Shakespeare’s  own  and  will  help  us  respond  better  to  the  power 
of  his  work,  just  as  fuller  response  to  Shakespeare’s  plays  can  help  us  respond  to  the  At  One 
Ment.
